The money 
came to them as so many pieces of ‘sil- 
ver for so many beads of sweat. Do 
you suppose that these men will vote a 
ticket that stands for a policy that 
would return to them for their invest- 
ment only half what they put in?

The significance of such a disaster as 
Populism’s victory to. our national 
honor among nations and to our vast 
commercial and trade interests cannot 
be estimated.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No. 38. 


.LOVEJOY NEIGHBORS. 


The inter marriages with the Love- 
jey family son umerous in both 
the lines of George of the North and 
South Parishes, seem to show some 
relation between the Osgoods and Ab 
botts and the first John Lovejoy who 
married Mary Osgood, daughter of 
Christopher of: Ipswich, and appeared 
on the list of the first seventeen of the 
pioneers. He signs the 1658 petition 
that has the autographs of seventeen 
of our fathersy I think the. first 
Lovejoy,farms will prove to be on or 
near the site of: the present Downing 
place, and the second best location 
near the Snow farm or better still on 
the site of the Moses Foster estate. 
These farms lay onthe circumference 
of the Lovejoy grants at any rate, and 
along the oldest roads. 

The youngest son Ebenezer was heir 
to the homestead proper and married 
into the Foster line of Andrew; while 
the eldest grandson John whore 
bounds are near him, married the 
daughter of William Blunt who owned 
along ‘* Missionary Ridge.’? South 
Parish farmers married neighbor’s 
daughters almo;t without exception 
and so we are all double and twisted 
cousins over here. 

Mary Osgood’s life was a quiet one 
so far as the records go and probably 
one of hard work as she died in 1675, 
while John was still acquiring acres 
for his boys. Mary, her eldest, had 
married John Wilson down at the 
‘“‘Corners”, but the rest had yet to be 
placed. Hanna Prichard came in 1675 
to live with John ‘thirteen comfort- 
able years” as he relates in the will of 
1690 when the prematurely old 
man is ready to leave this ‘‘vale of 
tears” where grief waited upon him. 
Three years after Mary Osgood left 
her baby Ebenezer to Hanrna’s care, 
Sara married William Johnson, one of 
the active, almost turbulent spirits 
that seemed to animate the boys of 
the John Johnson line from Ipswich. 
John Lovejoy, eldest son, married th: t 
same year Naomi Hoyt from Newbury 
or Amesbury, daughter of the emi- 
grant John and his second wife 
France:. She was probably a woman 
of great beauty without moral back- 
bone to balance. Ia 1677, her sister 
Dorothy became famous as a “‘new 
woman” having rashly “put on mens’ 
clothes.” Father Hoyt and all the 
neighbors swarm to the Norfolk court 


»where Amesbury people were disciplined 


and “manifested the great appearance 
of said Dorothy’s repentance.’? But 
the hard hearts agree to whip her 
when she comes back into the county, 
if 40 shillings fine in corn and money 
is not paid immediately. The neigh- 
bors help out and Dorothy settles 
down in feminine fashion. 

John and Naomi live together only 
three years when he leaves her a 
widow with a small estate, and a 
young Frances, and intant John to 
manage. Four years later, the sorrow 
of a great social tragedy broods over 
the two homesteads on the hill side, 
and cuts deep scars into the memories 
of two other allied families. Frances 
is taken into her grandfather’s home to 
rear, young John remaining with his 
mother. The simple entry on the 
Town Records is all we catch of what 
was only one, perhaps of many such 
tragedies falsely called “romances,’’ 
that shadowed the Puritan life in the 
backwoods as it does all frontier life 
everywhere. But the standard at And- 
over and even at Newbury and the 
older towns was high compared with 
that of the old court circles and middle 
class life of England as the nickname 
“Puritan’’ testifies. Public sentiment 
was slowly educated into decency, but 
the frantic efforts of the “powers”? in 
1670 had little effect further. Genera- 
tions of homes must come and pass 
before we even of to-day get far be- 
yond our parents’ methods and fail- 
ures,

_ Readers tell me that I keep back 
everything wrong in the lives of the 
ancestors. Although as a rule, it is 
best to put by the errors, sometimes it 
“is well to see at a distance the Lord’s 
way of managiny men in training. 
One of my own grandsires on the 
family tree was an actor in this early 


episode and the Lord dealt to him, a 
family of sons without a daughter to 
brighten the home, and he was followed 
for years by the enmity of a woman 
with unsparing tongue and unfailing 
memory. 

Christopher, Nathaniel, William, 
Joseph, and Ebenezer, the five 
Lovejoys who helped to build up the 
South Parish having sixty members in 
the Church before the West was set off 
and a good dozen in the volunteers in 
1776. ‘'T! ese must come in for a later 
sketch when the probate papers have 
sorted out the heirs and filled the 
serious gaps in our worn town books. 
Of all these iron workers, tanners, lum- 
bermen and farmers I have only 
traced fully two lines now resident. 
*Ebenezer and Mary Foster. ‘John 
and Hanna Foster. ‘Anna Lovejoy 
the only heir in her family married 
‘George Abbott, Capt., who died in 
1776, leaving his son John Lovejoy at 
19 with a young brother four sisters 
and his widowed mother to care for 
and well he did it. 

The other lineis that of *William and 
Mary Farnum. *Capt. William and Sarah 
Frye with only two heirs, Anne who 
married ‘Zevadia Abbott, trader, 
represented by. Joseph Abbott and his 
late brother Herman, so well known in 
the South Parish, and Phebe her sister 
who married the Isaac Abbott of the 
last sketch and now including the 
daughters and grandchi!dren of Henry 
W. Abbott; alsothe children of Mary 
Fieke Abbott and Nathan Shattuck 
represented by Mrs. Omar Jenkins of 
High Street. An estate of interest 
just brought to notice is that of 
‘Orlando Lovejoy grandfather of John 
Holt, who still lives on Lovejoy land 
near Plato Eames’s estate. Orlando, 
who married Abia Gray, is in the line 
of Isaac 3rd and Ruth Davis, ‘Isaac 
Jr. and widow Mary Wardwell, *Chris- 
topher and Mary Preston, *Christopher 
and Mary Russe, all the mothers 
dwellers between the two Parishes 
with the Lovejoys from the first.

Raid Upon Transvaal, 

London, July 29.—In the case of Dr. 
Jameson, Major John Willoughby,Major 
Raleigh Grey, Colonel H. F. White, Major

A Sabstitute For Glass In Skylights, 


Glass has hitherto been the best material 
known for skylights, but it was forever 
cracking, breaking and leaking, owing to 
the effect on itof heat, cold, blows, sturms, 
expansion, contraction, etc, ‘lo overcome 
these defects many and various forms of 
skylight frames have been invented, but 
the troubles are not materially lessened. 
The introduction of iron and steel in the 
construction of buildings has made~mat- 
ters worse for the glass skylight. The ex- 
pansion and contraction of the metal 
framework plays havoc with the glass, 
and the yearly cost of repairing is consid- 
erable, ‘To meet the need for a more dura- 
ble skylight’ material a translucent w iro 
cloth has been invented, which, when ff) ed 
in with a semitransparent, impervious 
substance, does all that glass can do aru a 
great deal more. While transmitting a 
large amount of light, it is strong, fle... 
ble, weather proof, durable and practica ., 
apbreakable. , ‘Lhe substance covering vue 
wire cloth is composed almost entirely ot 
boiled linseed oil, which is subjected to an 
oxidizing process. ‘The material is claim. 
ed to be virtually fireproof and to cost 
much less than glass skylighta. 


Different Commercial Phosphates. 

The results of field experiments be- 
gun at the Massachusetts state sta- 
tion in 1890 with dissolved boneblack, 
South Carolina phosphate, Florida phos- 
phate, Mona guano-and_phosphatic slag 
are briefly reported, upon by Professor 
Goessman: The crops each year were as 
follows: 1890, potatoes; 1891, wheat, 
1892, serradella; 1893, corn; 1894, bar- 
ley. Data are given on the composition 
and cost of the phosphates, the amount 
of phosphoric acid applied in the ferti- 
lizer and removed in the crops, and the 
growth, proportion of parts and yield 
of crop. ‘‘The plat receiving dissolved 
boneblack led in yield during the first 
two years, while for the fourth 
and fifth years the plats receiving insol- 
uble phosphates were ahead, phosphatic 
slag being first, South Carolina floats 
second and Mona guano third.’ 


USE OF THE SENSES, 


Habit and Experience Piay a Part In See- 


ing and Hearing. 
If we ask ourselves just how it is that 


we see, hear and receive impressions from 
the senses, we shall soon discover two 
things. 
“we see with our eyes,’’ ‘‘we hear with 
our ears,”’ etc., is not quite satisfactory. 
It is easy enough to explain how certain 
ways of light impinge on the retina of the 
eye and certain waves of air on the drum 
of the ear, but how these purely physical 
things are converted into purely psychical 
things of sight and hearing no one can ex- 
plain.

Our second discovery will be that it is 


not by the eye alone that we see or by the 
ear alone that we hear. Memory, or rather 
experience or habit, plays a great part in 
all sensations, though we do not often 
notice it unless our attention is drawn to 
the fact by some circumstance that pute 
@xperivnce at fault and thus produces a 
sense illusion. 


Have you ever noticed, for instance, how 


experience helps you to recognize the posi- 


tion of sounds?, If one made a noise at a 


little distance from you, you could instant- 
ly tell from what direction it came, because 


has taught you to judge of this 


matter through the very slight difference 
in the intensity of sound in your two ears. 
An experiment will readily prove this. 


Stop up the left ear firmly with cotton 


wool and go into a dark room with some 
one else who carries a bell. Let the other 


person strike the bell in different parts of 


the room, yourself remain.ng still, No 


matter where the bell is, it will always 
seem to you to sound on your right side, 
even though it may actually be near the 
left ear. Persons deaf in one ear can never 
tell whence a sound comes. It takes two 
ears to-do this. 

How far experience is our helper in 
vision may be appreciated when it is re- 
membered that the image of anything wo 
gee is received by the eye upside down, yet 
our constant experience has so habituated 
us to the fact that we never know it. 

It is a sort of experience illusion which 
makes the telegraph posts during a rail- 
way journey appear to move backward, as 
though they, too, were in motion. We are 
not accustomed to move so fast. It is 
easier for the brain to think that some- 
thing else moves. Of course the most fa 
miliar instance of this class of illusion, 
however, is the phenomena of sunrise and 
gunset—the apparent daily motion of the 
gun across our sky. For all terrestrial 
purposes it is true to say that the sun is 
motionless. This apparent motion of it is 
due to the revolution of the earth iteelf, 
tect to any motion of the sun.--Cincinnat!

EFFECTS OF THE HUMAN VOICE, 


Yerrifying to Some Birds and Beasts, but 
Not to Others. 

The human voice may or may not be 
terrifying to wild animals. Two Adiron- 
dack boys once hid behind a little bush 
on the banks of the West Canada creek 
and yelled, screamed and howled at a 
big blue heron across the stream, with 
no other result than to muke the bird 
stare about in curiosity. It was only 
when both hoys leaped to their feet, 
wildly waved their arms and did some 
high kicking that the bird flew away. 

Woodchucks, red squirrels, muskrats, 
mink and various others of the small 
animals seem to fear the human form, 
but not the voice. Foxes flee at a lively 
gait when a man yells, but deer have 
been known to almost run over men 
that were talking in loud voices. Log- 
ging teamsters in the woods yell and 
swear at their horses in voices audible 
a mile away, but deer lie in their bedy 
comfortably less than half a mile dis- 
tant. Bears do not usually monkey 
around in the vicinity of men, except 
during berry time, when they are some- 
times on one side of the bushes while 
human berry pickers are on the other. 

The human voice is very scothing to 
wild birds of various kinds, such as 
robins. They will often come very close 
to a person who talks to them, and turn 
their heads from side to side, much as 
taged birds—canaries, for example—do, 
but if a person is robbing the bird’s nest 
the voice adds greatly to the terror of 
the birds. It is related of a swallow 
that it had in some manner broken its 
eg, which was observed by a woman as 
the bird flew about. She went out, called 
to it and spoke to it, and after a while 
the bird came so near as to be taken in 
the woman’s hands, who then put the 
leg in splints, setting it properly and 
putting on a soothing ointment. The 
bird flew away and was soon chirping 
with the rest of the birds inthe air, its 
leg having been relieved of pain evi- 
dently by the bandages.

IN TUB MARKETS. 


Not Much Improvement In the 
Butter Trade. 


Rise May Be Looked For In Cheese. 
Little Change In Kggs-—Liberal Supply 
of All Kinds of Vegetables. 


Boston, July 29.—The butter market 
js running in about the same lines as 
last week. The proportion of strictly 
fine creamery in the receipts continues 
to decrease, and the supply is barely 
enough to meet the demand. Conse- 
quently it sells readily at full previous 
prices. But all kinds under the finest 
are quite plentiful and more than 
enough to meet .the demand. Conse- 
quently they sell slow, and prices have 
to be shaded in order to effect sales in 
the open market. Generally speaking, 
the market has a tame tone. The de- 
mand for cold storage is about over, and 
buyers are now operating only for cur- 
rent wants. They are very particular 
as to quality, and pass by a good deal 
of what at other times would be con- 
sidered extra. But at present low 
prices there is a full average consump- 
tion, say about 20,000 tubs a week, and 
this will probably be kept up unless 
checked by an advance. A foreign out- 
let is the next thing to encourage, and 
the indications aré that we shall have 
this if holders are not too uppish in their 
views. 

The principal exporter here is pick- 
ing up small lots for the present, and 
he says he could place 1000 tubs at a 
very full price if the right style of 
package could be obtained. The Eng- 
lish dealers, it seems, want American 
butter put up similar to Australian 
butter, because the latter has a high 
reputation in England. He thinks our 
creamery men will have to adopt that 
style if they want to sell for export. 

Jobbers are not disposed to say much 
about their trade. They work off about 
the usual quantity of butter every week, 
but their buyers are hard to please and 
want fancy quality for moderate 
prices. The range for the best is 17 to 
1$ cents, but most think they ought not 
to pay over 18 cents. 

The local cheese market shows no in- 
creased -activity, and buyers continue 
to take lots as wanted at 6% to 7 cents, 
with an occasional fancy mark of twins 
at 7% cents. These are very low prices, 
and as the advances from the country 
indicate a firmer tendency, that may be 
the beginning of a rise. 

The Canadian markets have stiffened 
up a little under the influence of a 
better demand. Montreal is quoted 
firm at 6% to 7 cents, including white 
and colored. The various cheese mar- 
kets in Ontario report sales at 6% to 
6 15-16 tents, with offerings all sold. 

The egg market is without much 
change. Strictly fresh lots continue 
scarce, and fancy marks of Michigan 
when offered command 13% cents. But 
most sales of western are at 12 to 13 cents, 
and 13 cents was an outside selling price 
reported. Fresh eastern command 16 
to 17 cents. The cold storage was re- 
duced about 1300 cases, and stands at 
75,000 cases, against 88,000 cases same 
time last year. 

No improvement can be reported in 
beans. Trade is light and $1 and $1.50 a 
bushel is a full price for choice marrow 
pea and mediums. Yellow eyes quiet at 
$1.20 to $1.25. 

Fotatoes and all kinds of vegetables 
continue in liberal supply. 


LIVE STOCK MARKETS. 

Northern and eastern beef cattle— 
There were only a few on the market, all 
of common and ordinary grade. Drovers 
brought but little stock to market, and 
on inquiry it was found they were mak- 
ing more money curing hay than in 
bringing cattle to Boston at the present 
quotations. 

Milch cows and springers—The sup- 
ply was fair and the demand moderate. 
Among the offerings were some fair 
grade new. milch cows. Prices do not 
seem to have the same stability they 
have had for the past two weeks. 

Veal calves—The supply was light, and 
the demand was fairly active. The 
quality was fair, with no change in 
values. 

Sheep and lambs—It may be said the 
supply was so light it is impossible to 
make a fair quotation. Buyers claimed 
that there was no change in the quality. 
No sales. 

Swine—Those from the west were con- 
signed to home sljaughterers, and no 
change in values. 

Western beef cattle—All were con- 
signed to home slaughterers. A carload 
was sold to country slaughterers. 

Prices of hides, tallow and skins— 
Brighton hides, 4@4%c per tb; tallow, 
3@3\c per Ib; country hides, 3@3%c per 
th; tallow, 1%c per Ib; pelts, 35@65c each; 
calf skins, 55@90c; dairy skins, 25@40c.

Sewml lk, fu-ned Down, and Watson of 
Georgia Gets Nomivation For Vice 
Presidency—Will Bryan Accept? 


St. Louis, July 2b.—The Populists have 
done the very thing that the men who 
have been fighting Candidate Bryan 
hoped they would do. They nominated 
Tom Watson for vice president, and this, 
too, right in the teeth of a telegraphed 
declaration of Mr. Bryan that, unless 
his companion on the Democratic ticket 
should be endorsed, he would not accept 
the Populists’ nomination for the presi- 
dency. , 

The convention began its morning ses- 
sion with a discussion of the majority 
and minority report of the order of busi- 
ness, the main point of difference being 
the provision of the latter that the vice 
presidential candidate be nominated 
first. The discussion was dragged along 
full of bitterness and personalities, 

The Silver convention went wild when 
Bryan's name was mentioned. The Ne- 
braska orator was eulogized by Senator, 
Stewart. ‘the convention intended to 
wait for action by the Populists, but the 
delay caused impatience, and Bryan and 
Sewall were norninated by acclamation. 


St. Louis, July 27.—William J. Bryan 
of Nebraska, who was nominated by the 
Democratic national convention at Chi- 
cago a fortnight ago, was, on Saturday, 
made the standard bearer of the Popu- 
list party by a vote of 1042 to 321. The | 
Democratic candidate was nominated in 
the face of his own protest, in the shape 
of a telegram directing the withdrawal 
of his name, sent to Senator Jones; se~t 
after Sewall, his running mate, had been 
ditched for the vice presidential nomi- 
nation, and Thomas E. Watson of Geor- 
gia had been named for second place on 
the ticket. It was also made in the teeth 
of an opposition so bitter that after‘ :e 
convention adjourned some radicals held 
“rump” conventions. 

As to the future, all is problematical. 
None of the wiseacres pretend to pre- 
dict with certainty what the result will 
be. Whether a fusion can be arranged, 
or upon what basis, is of course specu- 
lated upon. Whether Bryan will de- 
cline the nomination is canvassed. The 
ehrewdest of the political observers, and 
those who are most anxious for a union 
of the silver forces, can see this result 
only in the withdrawal of one of the vice 
presidential candidates, There has been, 
for some days, talk of Sewall’s volun- 
tary withdrawal, but after the stand 
Mr. Bryan and Senator Jones have taken 
this is not considered probable. It is 
strongly intimated that Watson may be 
induced to withdraw in the interest of 
such a union, It should be said, how- 
ever, that this is intimated by those who 
wish it most. By conferring upon the 
national Populist committee plenary 
powers, those who are so earnestly 
striving for actual consolidation of the 
strength of the silver forces created the 
machinery by which any sort of terms 
can,be arranged. -But what will happen, 
the future alone can discuss.

Weymouth, Mass., July 28.—Thirty- 
six stitchers of.the shoe manufacturing 
firm of H. B. Reed & Co., most of whom 
are women, struck yesterday, because 
of a reduction in wages. The strikers 
claim that the prices paid are lower than 
any factory here. They say they will 
stay out until the firm agrees to restore 
the old rate of wages.
